It may not lie out of place in this connection, 
L " lot only fm the benefit of men new ly arrived at McGill, but in 
cf that there may he ,i better general* understanding of our 
ficrgraduale vi'liiiiiii>trali<>n, to outline its characteristic features. 

In the fir-i plan. .m. I this fact \vc cannot over-emphasize, the 
t'lident.s' Sic :i!;. « •nnipri>e> each and every undergraduate, who, at 
IC time of registration, paid the universal fee of ten dollars. In 
)lljpr word- upon the payment of this sum (which is devoted to the 
ijjjrjurt of Ujc^^jirjijus umlcrgradiialc institutions), the student 
becomes ipso* fai to .i ineniber of the Students' Society. Such 
incinbcr.siiip cauies with a the franchise in all Students' Society 
elections and rcm!ei> tlie njçnibcr competent to stand as a candidate 
j in such elections. sa\ such cases in which the constitution orders 
otherwise. 

The Students' Council, as .distinguished from the Students' 
Society, is a central executive. That is. the latter being a general 
'• assembly and therefor wieldy and unstable as an executive body, 
delegates full power in the matter of administration to the former. 
The Student -' Council is made up. of a representative from each 
various faculties, and major clubs. It meets in regular 
once n month, and on such special occasions as circum- 
stances demand. 

On the other hand, the Students' Society meets only semi- 
-annually, and for the pmposc of hearing the Budget and respective 
.' reports of .the Students' Council, upon which it passes. These two 
meetings of the So. iety afford the desirable opportunity to the 
'Student Body to keep track of .the. administrative policy. The 
student who vociferously criticizes tlîe* administration of undcr- 
| gradua te affair-, and yet who does not deign to attend the meeting 
of the Students' Societ>, is the personification of inconsistency. 

Remember, if things are not going right it is a poor excuse to 
. lay the responsibility upon those in charge of affairs. If our ad-
